Taylor is to sign the Louisville agree* 
went today. This comes from an au­ 
thoritative source. 
From Louisville came the Republican 
attorney, David VV. Fatrleigh, aud Judge 
John VV. Barr, both o. whom were mem­ 
bers of the Louisville conference on the 
Republican side. 
Immediately upon ar­ 
il val, Mr. Fairleigh called upon beuator 
Blackburn at. tile Capitol hotel, aud, 
after a tew words with him, went, iii 
company with Judge Barr aud General 
Daniel Lindsay, to the office of Governor 
Taylor. 
A conference was held there. 
Later, Sam J. Roberts, of Lexington. 
im m al revenue collector for (his dis­ 
trict, came to Frankfort in resp juse to 
a telegram from Governor Taylor, aud 
was closeted w ith him tor some time. 
General Lindsay, Judge Barr, Attorney 
Burleigh aud L’. L. Edeleu later called 
at tie- ex cur ive office and went into a 
conference with Governor Taylor. 
in the meantime Secretary of State 
Cable Cowers, Attorney General Pratt 
an I later Adjutant General 
Collier 
reached me governor’s office aud took 
part in the deliberations. 
Governor 
Taylor and Secretary of State Powers 
later came out of me governor’s office 
and held a long whispered conversation 
outside toe door. Governor Taylor then 
re-entered the room and Mr. Powers left 
the bauding, 
“Tile governor will not sign the agree­ 
ment,” said Mr. Powers, as he walked 
out Hie door. 
Further than that, how­ 
ever, he would say nothing. 
Later, the conference came to a con­ 
ch! .-do ti. 
It was impossible to learn the 
result of the protracted debate. 
Every 
one of those who took part in the con­ 
ference preserved a sphinx-like silence 
in regard to what transpired behind the 
governor’s door, absolutely retusiug to 
discuss the m atter in any way. From 
the governor’s office, General Lindsay, 
Judge Barr, Attorney Fairleigh aud Mr. 
Edeleu went at once to General Lind­ 
say’s office, where a brief conference 
was held aud the course of action to be 
pursued discussed, aud later, Judge 
B irr aud Attorney Fairleigh took the 
tram for Louisville. 
Governor Taylor held a long conver­ 
sation over the telephone with W. (3. 
P. Breckinridge at Lexington. 
Later 
he repeated ihe assertion that he would 
not ta Re any action on the peace agree­ 
ment for tile present. 
Lite last night the situation was 
somewhat changed. 
Adjutant General 
Collier was again called into Governor 
Taylor s office about 8 o'clock, anil was 
iu consultation with him until a late 
hour last night, but would say nothing 
as to what transpired. 
From other aud 
authoritative sources, however, it was 
learned that a decision had finally been 
reached, ana that tile peace agreement 
probably would receive the signature of 
Governor Taylor inside of 24 hours. 
Two Democratic members of the leg­ 
islature put in an appearance, the first 
that have been seen in Frankfort since 
the word was given nearly a week ago 
ail of them to keep where they 


have been (alien since most* plans were 
interrupted by the peace negotiations. 
Collie commotion was caused among 
the it gisiators by reports nom Loudou 
and Fiaukfort that warrants were about 
to be sworn out tor the arrest oi euougn 
Democratic members to make a quorum 
for the Republican legislature, uow 
meeting at London. 
When told of this 
Governor Beckham said: 
“ No member of the legislature wTfco 
comes to Louisville ueed tear arrest. 
I 
shall not allow’ auy member of the gen­ 
eral assembly to be arrested.” 
When asked what measures would be 
adopted to prevent such arrests, should 
tuey be attempted, Governor Beckham 
replied that, he was fully prepared to 
protect the legislature and to arrest any 
person who interfered with its mem­ 
bers. Further than this he would make 
no statement. 
It is known, however, that since the 
appointment of General Castanian as 
adjutant general, arrangements have 
been made to provide a defensive force, 
a m p le tor the safety of the Democratic 
Btate officers 
i we,my senators, one more than a 
quorum, were present when Presi­ 
dent Pro Tem. Carter called that body 
to order. Regular business was taken 
up where it was dropped at Frank.ort. 
Resolutions from the general assembly 
of Texas, in memory .of Governor Goe­ 
bel. were read, aud ail appropriate re­ 
sponse was made. Resolutions on the 
death of Governor Goebel were then 
adopted, aud, in respect to hi* memory, 
the senate adjourned until today. 
Two sessions of the house were held 
without a quorum. 
L ast evening, how­ 
ever, od im inners, two more than neces­ 
sary, responded to their names. 
The 
Texas legislature’s resolutions of sym­ 
pathy were read and a committee was 
appointed to draw up resolutions on the 
death of Governor Goebel. 
Among the members who answered 
to their names were a number who have 
been classed as anti-Goebel men and 
who, on several political issues, have 
voted with the Republicans.

Iii woolen goods new busi* 
ness of remarkable volume sustains a 
marked advance iii prices, and in other 
lines of importance, as in machinery or­ 
ders. indicate a surprising foreign de­ 
mand. 
Meadwhile, though encouraged 
by the abundance aud ease of money, 
speculation does not, in any direction as 
yet. go without acheck far enough to do 
mischief. 
There is much of the specu­ 
lative spirit abroad, but also more cau­ 
tion than is usually shown after a ye >r 
oi exceptional prosperity. 
Perhaps the 
war i i i Airn a, with its possibilities in 
daily surprise, is iu that respect produc­ 
tive of good. 
No change of consequence yet ap­ 
pears in prices of wool, though the de­ 
mand from spurners is iituitad • ad it is 
perceived that they had previously sup­ 
plied themselves quite fully for tho 
heavy weigut season, for which they 
have taken very large orders. 
It is 
thought by some that enforced sales of 
foreign wool, which was withdrawn 
from fne I .ondon sale in January in 
order to prevent a greater decline, may 
hereat ter affect this market. 
The weekly output of mg iron Feb I, 
was 298,014 tons, but stocks unsold rosa 
20, JOO tons iii January, indicating a con­ 
sumption slightly smaller than the out­ 
put when tin' month began. 
As the consuming works were natur­ 
ally stooped about the holidays more 
than the I urn ice*, tho figures prove lit- 
tie, but Bessemer aud Grey forge al 
Pittsburg have not changed in price 
during the past week, and slightly 
lower offers of pig by southern and 
other new I unlaces at Chicago aud east­ 
ern markets ii eve had little effect. 
It 
is more significant that the decline of 
prices for some weeks iii bars, plates 
aud sheets has been checked. 
Large 
orders have beeu taken for these and 
otner 
products, indicating that the 
works iii need of business may have 
obtained enough tor a time.

fully Insttucted by the Auditor as »o their duties under the law: and when their returns 
do not come up to the standard r«quired, they should I e required to again go over the en­ 
tire work wiih the Auditor without additional compt nsat en. A noi ber, and perhaps more 
potent remedy, would be for the Auditor to fix the time of meeting, and sit with the board 
as the law seems to contemplate. 


The bills of the County School Examiners as they come to the Auditor are generally 
not itemized sufficiently. This should bedote. No bill of tiny kind should be passed or 
paid that Is not pri perly Itemized. 


The last ar nual report was publish* d In six different newspapers in the county at a 
cost of 11,170 00. As the county printing amounts each year to thousands of dollars, ex­ 
clusive of this report, we recommend that said report be published hereafter as provided 
in Section 917. Revised Statutes, 
lf In so doing the Commissioners believe the report w ll 
not have sufficient publicity, they could have It printed in pamphlet form, at d a copy 
mailed to each taxpayer, with a resulting annual saving in this one Item of from *500.00 
to *700 OO. 


We think it our duty to criticise the change made In the percentage allowed for col­ 
lecting the How law tax. To Justify such an Increase, with the financial affairs of the 
county in their present condition, would require very strong and convincing arguments 
We would suggest that the Commissioners obtain from each county in the State a state­ 
ment of the amount of Dow tax collected and the percentage allowed, and that the aver­ 
age amount thus found be their basis for future settlements. We do not think Hint our 
county should pay less than the average, nor do we think it should pay more 
In all case8 
where an allowance is authorized to an official,thus leaving it to the intelligent, conscien­ 
tious judgment of the < ommlssioners, while the allowance should be a lust and reason­ 
able compensation, as the law contemplates, they should never permit the same to be 
excessive. 


It cost the county for the year covered by this report $739 lf. to light the Jail and court 
j house. This item seems excessive, and it is *64 52 more than the same item for the ore- 
j v ions year. 
VV*- recommend that an electric plant br purchased and « pi rated from the 
I court house that will furnish this light. Such a plant could be run at v*«ry slight addi­ 
tional expense inconnection with the present healing system, and should not cost to ex* 
j ceed ll 600, and with proper management would pay for itself in three years or less. 


There Is approximately *16,000 in Hie Building Fund, and from t his approximately 
*2,500 will be required to make the improvements and repairs ordered by the Court of 
Common Fleas at the jail. 


In the P fobate Judge's office the original vouchers and records in the settlement of 
estates are filed away in sections of drawers which are open and accessible to the general 
I public, and are therefore liable tobe abstracted and lost. As It is important that the*.,* 
; <locuni’ nts be safely kept, your committee recommend that some kind of protection be 
devised for the same. 


In this connection the county has recently, at an increased expense of several hun­ 
dred dollars, purchased Improved sets of records in the Recorder s office, and will tie at an 
I additional expense for the indexing and transcribing. 
When this is done the records w ill 
j be complete and up-to-date in all respects; but your committee finds that there K no safe 
, place in which to keep these and other important records so as to make them secure 
I aKai“ st loss by fire. The same condition of danger exists regarding the records and books 
on file in the Auditor’s office. We therefore recommend the construction of fire proof 
vaults in both the Recorder’s and Auditor’s offices of sufficient size to keep all these rec- 
cords safely; and that the cost of the same, together with that recommended above in the 
Probate Judge’s office, be paid for out of the Building Fund. 


We desire to thank Auditor Adams and his assistants for valuable aid and c o u rtly 
extended, and to bear witness to the admirable accuracy with which the affairs of his 
office are managed.

The bills of the County School Exam iners as they com e to the A uditor are generally 
not Itemized sufficiently. 'Ibis should be doi.e. 
No bill of any kind should be passed or 
paid that is not properly itemized. 


The last annual report was publish* d In s ’x different newspapers In the county at a 
cost of 61,170 00. 
As ihe county printing am ou n ts each year to thousands of dollars, e x ­ 
clu sive of this report, we recommend that said report be published hen-after a- provided 
in Section 917. Revised Statutes. 
If in so doing the Commissioners believe the report w H 
not have sufficient publicity, they could have it printed in pam phlet form, at d a copy 
mailed to each taxpayer, with a resulting annual saving in this one item of from 1500.00 
to 1700 00. 


We think it our duty to criticise the change made In tlie* percentage allowed for co l­ 
lectin g the H ow law tax. To Justify such an increase, with the financial affairs of the 
cou n ty in their present condition, would require very strong and convincing argument*- 
We would suggest that the Commissioners obtain from each county In tin* State a sta te ­ 
ment of the am ount of Dow tax collected and the percentage allowed, and Hint tin* av er­ 
age amount thus found be their basis for future settlem ents. 
We do not think th at onr 
coun ty should pay less than the average, nor do we think it should pay more 
In all case* 
where an allowance Is authorized to an official,thus leaving it to Ihe intelligent, conscien­ 
tious judgm ent of the com m issioners, while the allowance should be a Just and reason­ 
ab le com pensation, as the law contem plates, they should never permit t lie sam e to be 
excessive. 


11 cost the cou n ty for the year covered by t his report <739 16 to light the Jail and court 
h ouse. T his item seem s excessive, and it Is 164 52 more than t in* sam e item for tin* pre­ 
vious year. 
We rt com m end that an electric plant hr* purchased and * p* rated from tin* 
, court house th at will furnish thi- light. Such a plant could be run at very slight addi- 
| tional expense In connection with the present h ea tin g system , and should not cost to ex* 
ceed #1 600, and with proper m anagem en t would pay for itself in three years or less. 


There Is approxim ately §16,000 In the Building Fund, und from this approxim ately 
62,500 will be required to m ake the Im provements and repairs ordered by the Court of 
Common Fleas at the Jail. 


In the Frobate J u d g e’s office the original vouchers and records in the settlem ent of 
esta te s are filed aw ay in sections of drawers which are open and accessible to tin* general 
j public, and are therefore liable to be abstracted and lost. 
As it is important that those 
docum ents be safely kept, your com m ittee recommend that som e kind of protection be 
devised for the same. 


In this connection the county has recently, at an increased expense of several hun­ 
dred dollars, purchased Improved sets of records In the Recorder’s ollice. and will be at an 
additional expense for the indexing and transcribing. 
When this Is done the records w ill 
be com plete and up-to-date in all respects: but your com m ittee finds that there is no safe 
place in which to keep these and other im portaut records so as to m ake them secure 
against loss by tire. 
The sam e condition of danger exists regarding tin* records and books 
on file in the A uditor’s office. 
We therefor** recom m end the construction of Hr** proof 
vaults in both the Recorder’s and Auditor's offices of sufficient size to keep all these rec- 
cords safely; ami that the cost of the sam e, togeth er with that recomm ended above in the 
Frobate Judge's office, be paid for out of the Building Fund. 


We desire to thank Auditor Adam s and his assistan ts for valuable aid and c o u r t l y 
extended, and to bear wltuess to the adm irable accuracy with which the affairs o f Ills 
office are managed.

The debt of the co u n ty , shown by tin* Auditor's books. Is fl03.00U.00, evidenced by 
bonds as follows: 610.000.00 at five per cent, all due April 23, 1904; *s.(KiU00 at live per cent. 
91,000.00 due each year; 955.000 00 a t four p e r c e n t, 95,000 00 due each y e a r , com m encing 1901. 
The floating debt on A ugust 31, 1899. was appr xlm ately 614.494 00. m aking a total indebt­ 
edness of 6117.494 00. Of the above floating debt 611,746.23 is outstanding road and bridge 
orders 
Tills indebtedness is being gradually reduced—being 610,392.23 loss than it was 
last year—and we recom m end a con tin uation of the present policy of retrenchm ent, until 
"uch time, at least, as these orders arc all paid. In order that th* re may be uo further in­ 
to r«-st expenditure. 


From ls95 to the clo se of tin* year en din g August 31, 1*99, ihe tax inquisitor of the 
county has received, as shown by the vouchers on tile, 69.3s3.01 a- a percentage upon 
omitted personal taxes.

The l a s t ar mini rope rf was publish* d In *.'x differ* ut newspapers In the county at a 
cost of 11,170OO. 
As the county printing am ounts each year to thousands of dollars, ex­ 
clusive of this report, we recommend that said report he published h ereafter as provided 
in Section WIT. Revised Statutes. 
If Iii so doing t he Commissioners believe the report w ll 
not have sufficient publicity, ihey could have it printed In pamphlet form, a id a copy 
m ailed to each taxpayer, with a resulting annual saving in this one item of from 1500.00 
to 1700 OO. 


We think it our duty to criticise the change made In the percentage allowed for col­ 
lecting the How law tax. To Ju stify such an increase, w ith the financial affairs of tim* 
county in their present condition, would require very strong and convincing argum enta 
We would suggest that the Commissioners obtain from each county in th** State a state­ 
ment of til*1 am ount of How tax collected and the percentage allowed, and that the a ve r­ 
age amount thus found be their basis for future settlements. 
W e do not think that our 
county should pay less than tin- average, nor do we think It should pay more 
I ii all case9 
where an allowance Is authorized to an official,thus leaving it to the Intelligent, conscien­ 
tious judgm ent of the Commissioners, while the allowance should hi* a lust and reason­ 
able compensation, as th** law contem plates, they should never perm it the same to be 
excessive. 


It cost the county for t lie year covered by this report 5739 If.to light th*- Ja il and court 
house. This item seems excessive, and it is #04 52 more than the same item for the nre- 
vlous year 
W e r« commend that an electric plant br- purchased and • p* rated from the 
Court house that w ill furnish tills light. Such a plant could he run at very slight addi­ 
tional expense In connection with the present heating system, and should not cost to ex' 
coed #1 t*0(», and with proper management would pay for itself iii three years or less. 


There is approxim ately #18,000 in lilt* Building Fund, and ft* iii t his approxim ately 
#2,500 w ill be n quired to make the im provem ents .md repairs ordered by the ('curt-of 
Common Pleas at the jail. 


Iii the Probate .fudge’s office tin* original vouchers and records in the settlement of 
estates are tiled aw ay in sections of drawers which art* open and accessible to the general 
, public, and arc therefore liable to bt* abstracted and lost. 
As it is im portant that t h e s e 
duomo* lits be safely kept, your com m ittee recommend that some kind of protection be 
devised for the saint*. 


In this connection the county has recently, at an Increased expense of several hun­ 
dred dollars, purchased Im proved sets of records in the Recorder's office, and will in* at an 
additional expense for the indexing and transcribing. 
When this is done the records w ill 
he complete and up-to-date in all respects; hut your com m ittee finds that there Is no safe 
place in which to keep these and other im portant records so as to m ake them secure 
against loss by tire. The same condition of danger exists regarding the records aud hooks 
on tilt* in the A u d ito r’s office. 
We therefore recommend the construction of Art- proof 
vau lts in both the Recorder’s and A u d ito r’s offices of sufficient size to keep all these rec- 
cords safely; and th a t the cost of the same, together with th at recommended above in the 
Prob ate Ju d g e ’s office, he paid for out of the Bu ild in g Fund. 


W e desire to thank Auditor Adam s and his assistants for valuable aid and courtesy 
extended, and to bear witness to tin* adm irable accu racy with w hich the affairs of Ills 
office are managed.
